tional Lutheran council to serve 
with the American Friends Service 
committee In the work of relief and 
rehabilitation in Finland. 
Immediately after receiving the 
appointment Doctor Keiter left his 
Oneonta home for Philadelphia for 
a brief period of intensive study be­ 
fore leaving for Finland by plane, 
Born In Medford. N. J., in 1908. 
Doctor Keiter received his A B. from 
Gettysburg college in 1927. his BD. 
from Gettysburg seminary in 1930. 
and his Pli D. from the University 
of Chicago Divinity school In 1932 
He served as pastor of Our Saviour’s 
church. Riverdale, Chicago, 1931-38 
While a student in the .seminary 
he was an Instructor in Latin in the 
college. Doctor Keiter married Doro­ 
thy Louclla Honne of Lebanon. Mrs. 
Keiter and the children will remain 
in Oneonta during his absence.

WanhiJtftoci, Feb. 23 (An — lower 
meat prices were forecast by Sen­ 
ator Thomas (D-Okla.) today, de­ 
spite administration concern that 
wage Increases for packing industry 
workers may Involve a price ad­ 
vance. 
Thomas sized up the general out­ 
look. however, and announced his 
verdict that “meat is going to get 
cheaper." 
As chairman of the Senate Agri­ 
culture committee, Thomas has de­ 
voted a lot of years and effort to 
trying to raise farm prices. He said 
that right now the major factors in 
the situation point to a decline in 
meat prices due to a heavy supply. 
“Tilere is a world of meat in the 
country.’’ he told reporters. “And 
Hie Agriculture department is en­ 
couraging slaughter because of short 
feed supplies.'* 
Thomas pointed out that chickens 
were scarce Just a few months ago, 
but now warehouses are full arui 
chickens are selling for Half the 
ceiling price because of the over­ 
supply. He looked for the same thing 
to happen on beef, he added.

MUTINOUS TARS 
SURRENDER BUT 
RIOTS CONTINUE

Bombay, Feb. 23 
Rioting mobs 
swept through Bombay streets for 
the third successive day today, fol­ 
lowing 
an 
official 
announcem ent 
th a t mutinous Indian sailors had 
surrendered unconditionally aboard 
.small ships which they had seized 
in the harbor. 
Shore installations held by the 
m utineers, including Castle naval 
barracks, also si rendered. 
At the same time, Indian workers 
went on strike here and in Calcutta 
in .sympathy with the sailors, who 
had demanded better pay and an 
end of alleged discrimination. Re­ 
ports indicated th at 300,000 workers 
were involved. 
(Reuters said in a dispatch from 
Poona that Mohandas K. G andhi 
appealed to his countrymen to halt
